In addition to that, we shall have to construct approximately 
three miles of trunk main acroat country, to connect our system with 
the pipedine of the Columbia Gas and t)lectrio Company.

Also, our present aVtifioial gas plant, which is in flrst'class con* 
dition, will have to be abandoned and will mean, practically, a d«ad 
lost.
